The tax cu t bill, ap p ro v ed 317 
to 9 7 , p ro v ides rebates o n 1974 
tax es an d lo wer 19 75 tax es 
thro u g h decreased withho ldin g 
rates. The

so red m easu re is desig n ed to 
p u t mo re sp en din g mo n ey in 
the p o ckets o f co n su mers an d 
thu s stim u late the slu mp in g 
eco n o my . 
Sen . Ru ssell B. Lo n g , D-La., 
chairm an o f the Sen ate Fin an ce

He 
p redicted the Sen ate will ap ­ 
p ro v e a bill that wo u ld resu lt in 
tax cu ts at least as hig h as 
tho se ap p ro v ed by the Ho u se.

The bill p ro v ides $16 .21 billio n 
in relief to in div idu al tax p ay ers 
an d $5 07 billio n in ben efits fo r 
bu sin esees.

Ju st befo re ap p ro v in g the 
m easu re, the Ho u se rejected

The su ccessfu l bill p ro v ides

The sp ecial credit also wo u ld 
make cash p ay men ts to p erso n s 
who are to o p o o r to be req u ired 
to file in co me tax retu rn s.

This mean s p ro p erty o wn ers here will be 
elig ible to bu y flo o d in su ran ce at federally 
su bsidized rates. 
May o r W arren Walder, who had carried o n 
a ru n n in g battle with HUD o fficials o v er ear­ 
lier flo o d-p lain desig n atio n s in Dix o n , said 
“Rev ised map s which we recen tly hav e re- 
ceiv edsho w the flo o d-p lain area here g en erally 
co n sists o f the area o n the n o rth side o f the 
Ro ck Riv er fro m Lin co ln Statu e Driv e west to 
the railro ad bridg e an d o n the so u th side o f 
the riv er fro m the Peo ria Av en u e Bridg e 
westward fo r abo u t two blo cks.” 
The rev isio n co n stitu tes a v icto ry fo r the 
Dix o n may o r. The earlier flo o d-p lain desig n a­ 
tio n s fro m HUD hacf ex ten ded alo n g the riv er, 
an d two blo cks back fro m it, fro m city limit to 


city limit. 
The m ay o r said he wan ted to emp hasize 
that, ex cep t in areas desig n ated as flo o d 
p lain s, the p u rchase o f the in su ran ce is en ­ 
tirely v o lu n tary . 
Tho se residen ts who hav e been p articu lar­ 
ly hard hit in recen t y ears by flash flo o din g in 
the so u theast an d so u thwestern areas o f the 
city will be able to g et the in su ran ce.

While flo o d in su ran ce is av ailable to all 
residen ts o f the co mmu n ity , federal eco n o mic 
san ctio n s ag ain st bu ildin g assistan ce will n o t 
ap p ly to p ro p erty o u tside the dan g er zo n es. 
Un der the p ro g ram , bro ad co v erag e can 
be o btain ed fo r all bu ildin g s an d their co n ­ 
ten ts. The limit o f in su ran ce fo r sin g le-family 
ho mes is n o w $35,000, an d $100,000 fo r o ther 
residen tial an d n o n residen tial bu ildin g s, at 
the su bsidized rate o f 25 cen ts p er $100 o f co v ­ 
erag e. The rag e g o es to 40 cen ts p er $100 fo r 
n o n -residen tial bu ildin g s. 
The co n ten ts o f all residen tial bu ildin g s 
can be in su red u p to $10,000 p er u n it at 35 
cen ts p er $100 o f co v erag e, an d the rate g o es 
to 75 cen ts p er $100 fo r the co n ten ts o f all n o n ­ 
residen tial stru ctu res u p to a max imu m o f 
$100,000 in co v erag e p er u n it. 
Po licies are effectiv e immediately du rin g 
the first 30 day s the in su ran ce beco mes av ail­ 
able. After the first 30 day s, there is a 15-day 
waitin g p erio d.

cen sed lo cal p ro p erty in su ran ce ag en t o r bro ­ 
ker.

2309 E. Oaklan d Av en u e, 
Blo o min g to n , has been desig n ated as the 
flo o d-in su ra n ee serv icin g co mp an y fo r this 
area. Ag en ts an d bro kers may o btain p o licy 
fo rms, rates, flo o d-in su ran ce man u als, an d 
an y o ther n ecessary in fo rmatio n fro m this 
co mp an y .

It said u n less the de­ 
man ds were met I^o ren z wo u ld 
share the fate o f Gu en ter v o n 
Dren kman n , the West Berlin 
chief ju dg e who was slain last 
No v ember. Vo n Dren km an n ’s 
slay ers were n ev er cap tu red 
The letter statin g the de­ 
man ds was acco mp an ied by a 
p ictu re o f Lo ren z with a sig n , 


“Priso n er o f the Seco n d o f Ju n e 
Mo v emen t.” 
It was the first wo rd o n Lo ­ 
ren z, the Christian Demo cratic 
can didate in Su n day ’s electio n s, 
sin ce he was seized Thu rsday . 
The Seco n d o f Ju n e Mo v e­ 
men t is a ban d o f an archists 
who n amed their g ro u p fo r the 
day in 19 6 7 when stu den t Ben n o 
Ohn eso rg was sho t to death 
du rin g a leftist demo n stratio n 
in West Berlin . Po lice said the 
g ro u p is alleg ed to hav e ex e­ 
cu ted an an archist last y ear 
after he g av e in fo rmatio n to 
the p o lice. 
The letter deman ded the re ­ 
lease o f Ho rst Mahler, a fo rmer 
atto rn ey an d a leadin g fig u re in 
the early day s o f the leftist an ­ 


archist mo v emen t. He was a r­ 
rested in 19 70 an d is serv in g a 
14-y ear term fo r armed ro bbery 
an d bein g a member o f an ille­ 
g al o rg an izatio n . 
Others n amed in the letter in ­ 
clu ded In a Siep man n an d Ve- 
ren a Becker, in jail in Berlin ; 
an d Ro lf Po hle, Ro lf Geissler 
an d Gabriele Kro echer-Thiede- 
man n , imp riso n ed in West G er­ 
man y . 
The letter said all six mu st be 
bro u g ht to West Berlin within 
48 
ho u rs an d that a Bo ein g 707 jet 
be readied to fly them o u t with­ 
in 72 ho u rs. 
A g o v ern men t sp o kesman in 
Bo n n to ld n ewsmen West Berlin 
p o lice had co n firmed the au ­ 
then ticity o f the letter. 


Lo ren z, 52, was in tercep ted 
o n his way to his o ffice Thu rs­ 
day mo rn in g . His chau ffeu r 
was p u lled fro m the limo u sin e 
an d slu g g ed, an d Lo ren z was 
driv en o ff in his o wn car. Po lice 
said the chau ffeu r later reco g ­ 
n ized a p ictu re o f An g ela Lu ­ 
ther, a 34-y ear-o ld an archist, 
an d said she was driv in g a car 
that tailed him u n til the street 
was blo cked by a tru ck. 
Miss Lu ther dro p p ed o u t o f 
sig ht in 19 72 when the West 
German g o v ern men t ro u n ded 
u p mo st o f the mem bers o f the 
Baader-Mein ho f g an g o f an ­ 
archists. Tho se in jail are to g o 
in trial in Stu ttg art in May . 
Last y ear the g o v ern men t re­ 
leased a letter ap p aren tly writ­ 


ten by An dreas Baader, the 
co leader o f the g an g , u rg in g 
sy mp athizers to kidn ap p o liti­ 
cian s an d ju dg es — “ty p es who 
rep resen t g ro u p s o n who se lo y ­ 
alty the g o v ern men t is dep en d 
en t” — so they co u ld be u sed to 
barg ain fo r the release o f m em ­ 
bers o f the g an g .

LONDON (AP) — A p acked 
su bway train crashed “like a 
batterin g ram ” thro u g h the 
p ro tectiv e barriers o f a statio n 
in the fin an cial district at the 
heig ht o f the mo rn in g ru sh ho u r 
to day an d slammed in to a tu n ­ 
n el wall, killin g 20 p assen g ers 
an d in ju rin g 73, o fficials said. 
It was wo rst wreck in the 112- 
y ear histo ry o f the Lo n do n su b­ 
way . 
Au tho rities said a 
p o lice­ 
wo man 
an d 
a 
man 
were 
trap p ed in the wreckag e aliv e 
an d that rescu e wo rkers were 
battlin g to free them. 
On e y o u n g g irl who su rv iv ed 
the crash had a metal p m driv ­ 
en thro u g h bo th leg s Firem en 
u sed acety len e to rches to cu t 
thro u g h o n e o f the twisted 
co aches to p u ll o u t bo dies. 


Abo u t 50 
p erso n s 
were 
trap p ed in three co aches that 
were badly smashed, a sp o kes­ 
man fo r the Lo n do n Fire Bri­ 
g ade said. "Two o f the co aches 
are co n certin aed in an area 
where o n e co ach wo u ld n o rm al­ 
ly g o ,” said Po lice Co mman der 
Ern est Brig ht. 


Au tho rities said they feared 
the death to ll wo u ld rise. Lo n ­ 
do n ’s wo rst p rev io u s su bway 
wreck o ccu rred in 19 53 when 12 
p erso n s were killed an d 45 were 
in ju red. Au tho rities said it was 
n o t immediately kn o wn what 
cau sed the crash o f the six 
co ach train to day .

REFLECTIONS— For the past 
two years, the Dixon City Council 
has been under fire from time-to- 
tim e from citizens about 
water 
drainage, condition of streets, revi­ 
sion of the Zoning Code and whether 
to build a new’ city hall. 
Only 55 per cent as many voters 
Tuesday went to the polls as did four 
years ago. Precinct 4 on the city’s 
southwest side was nearest to the 
average where 53.4 per cent fewer 
citizens voted this year. 
A study of voting results from 
Precinct 1 in Tuesday’s election sug­ 
gests there may have been a protest 
m essage sent to City Hall by the vot­ 
ers. 
Sixty per cent of the num ber of 
ballots cast in 1971 were m arked on 
Tuesday in Precinct 
1, located east 
of Galena Avenue, south of the Hock 
River. 
Precinct 1 includes the area from 
which citizens descended on the city 
fathers about surface w ater flooding 
and some persons were disturbed 
over the proposed zoning changed in 
the revision of the Zoning Code. 
It was this precinct which gave 
Mayor W arren Walder, 70.2 per cent 
of total vote in 1971 and dropped him

to 47.9 per cent on Tuesday. 
The incumbent com missioners in 
that precinct, finished 1, 3, 5, and 
6. 
Arthur Tofte ran first and has been 
known as the voice of the dissidents 
on the council. He was followed by 
the newcomer who finished second 
in the overall voting in the city, 
Thomas Densmore, whose biggest 
protest is against a new city hall. 
R ichard A rnould, who finished 
fourth and lives in the precinct, has 
been critical of about everything the 
present council has undertaken. 
Commissioner Jam es G. Burke, 
who took most of the heat over the 
surface water problem and cam e 
under fire regarding the proposed 
revision of zoning on South Galena 
Avenue, finished fifth, ahead of 
Commissioner Jam es Dishman who 
had no involvement with problems 
experienced by people in that pre­ 
cinct.

. GENEVA, Switzerland— This is 
a neutral capital where 130 national­ 
ities live and 170 world organizations 
have their headquarters. It is shel­ 
tered by the snow-covered Alps and 
fram es the rounded end of the beau­ 
tiful lake where the lake becmes the 
Rhone River 
• Except in this city. Lake Geneva 
is-officially Lac Leman and it is the 
largest lake in all Europe. Its area 
covers 225 square miles and the first 
calculation of the speed of sound in 
water was made in it in 1827. It is al­ 
so one of the world's deepest lakes 
Off Chillon castle (immortalized in 
Byron's “The Priso ner of Chillon ’), 
the lake is 1.600 feet deep 
; Robert Fulton originally planned 
the pioneer run of his “Clarem ont’’ 
oil it. but his illness changed this and 
give the Hudson River the first 
steam vessel. 
! The lake is famous. But not so fa­ 
mous is the amazing cultural back­ 
ground of Geneva in this rem arkable 
nation. 
; Thomas Jefferson loved it here. 
You can see in the treasured Collec­ 
tion Rilliet a letter he wrote on Dec. 
2i . 1820, from his far-off Monticello 
at Charlottesville. Va., to his Geneva 
fiiiend Marc-Auguste Picet : 
! “ Although your Geneva is but a 
pbint on the globe it has made itself 
perhaps the most interesting one. 
Activity, simplicity of m anners and 
tlje hospitality have m arked it as its 
o *n.” 
Byron first met Shelly (sum m er 
of 1816) here. They took adjoining 
villas overlooking the lake and By­ 
ron wrote of it: “This placid lake . . . 
warns me to forsake earth ’s tro u­ 
bled waters for this purer sp ring/’ 
Both Byron and Shelley were ac­ 
companied here by young girls; By­ 
ron by lyric-inspiring Claire Clair - 
mont, Shelley by future second wife 
Mary Woolstonecraft Godwin, the 
famous feminist who later wrote 
horror-tale “ Frankenstein.” 
Dickens. Goethe, Hugo, Ruskin. 
Tennyson, Wordsworth, 
etc., 
all 
sang the wonders. Sang Dickens: 
“ My hat shall ever be ready to be 
thrown up. and my glove ever ready 
to be thrown down, for Switzerland ” 
French protestant refo rm er John 
Calvin fled to Geneva in 1541, age 32. 
and a plaque m arks his house-site at 
11 rue Calvin He died there in 1564

Geneva gave Paris-born Voltaire 
sanctuary 
when

burned his books and sought his a r­ 
rest He stayed away from Paris 28 
years, living at nearby Fernav from 
1754 until he died—age 84 
Jean Jacques Rousseau died in 
the sam e year, although Rousseau 
was 18 years younger. 
You can see at Fem ay at tiny 
chapel Voltaire had built. He had his 
heart buried inside it. His body, 
however, lies beside Rousseau in 
P aris’s Pantheon. 
Rousseau, born in Geneva, was 
banned from Geneva—a son denied 
his own home. While Voltaire sailed 
the Geneva skies in glittering tinsel, 
an expert on the ups and down of 
dinner parties, Rousseau lived on 
Sw itzerland’s lovely Lake of Bienne. 
On its Isle Saint Pierre he set up 
his 
back-to -nature 
m o vem ent 
around the ancient priory and wrote 
about it in his “Confessions.” shack­ 
led in the dungeon of his miserably 
paid work, along with his laundress 
and her greedy cluster of com plain­ 
ing relatives. But on Geneva's small 
Isle Rousseau, a bronze plaque hon­ 
ors him. 
Go to Rousseau s Geneva house: 
40 Grande Rue. See his trap door 
that helped him avoid unwelcome 
visitors. There he learned lace-m ak­ 
ing “accompanying parlo r conver­ 
sation.” There he sometimes greet­ 
ed in his inexplicable Armenian cos­ 
tume. 
Since the Renaissance and such 
contributions as the m athem aticians 
Jacques and Daniel Bernoulli, Swit­ 
zerland has produced nearly 100 per­ 
manent thinkers. In our day, her 
contribution includes C. G. Jung. Le 
Corbusier. Ciacometti, Paul Klee, C. 
F Ramos. Jacques Dalcrose, Her­ 
mann Hesse. Max Frisch, etc.—14 
Nobel Prize winners. 
Sang our own Mark Twain: “ I 
must revisit Switzerland. It is a 
longing; a deep, strong, tugging 
longing—that is the only word.” 
Again and again I myself have felt 
the sam e way. 
And. now. homeward bound.

In 
Sweden, a 35-year-old woman can 
expect to live four years longer than 
her male cousin. But American men 
die 6*2 years younger than women. 
The Swedish woman, if she's av­ 
erage. will live only one year longer 
than her white American counter­ 
part. Swedish men die three years 
later, man for m an. than Ameri­ 
cans. 
Blacks in the United States do 
even worse than whites. 
Something obviously is wrong 
with the American health system— 
or the way we live—o r both. 
Per person, we spend more mon­ 
ey on health than any other nation. 
As a people, we will put $100 billion 
this year on our health, or $500 for 
each man. woman and child There 
will be a billion physician visits, 30- 
million hospitalizations and 2.5-bil­ 
lion drug prescriptions filled 
Yet our health, as m easured by 
federal data, is not up to that of a 
clutch of Western nations, especially 
for whites and blacks, whether male 
or female And we die earlier. 
Especially distressing is the poor 
distribution of our doctors. There 
are. as President Fo rd notes in his 
budget, almost 2,000 physicians per 
million people in New York and 1,800 
in M assachusetts, but less than 800 
in Mississippi. A quarter of the na­ 
tion’s psychiatrists are concentrated 
in the New York, Boston and Wash­ 
ington D.C. m etropolitan areas. The 
number of general practitioners in 
rural counties steadily declines as 
older physicians retire. 
Even more appalling are the sta­ 
tistics which seem to indicate little 
or no relationship between the num­ 
ber of doctors available and the 
health of the local population. 
Federal, state, local government 
and private medical research and 
development hit $4.3 billion last 
year, 16.5 times what w?s spent in 
19 55. Despite this sharp 20-year in­ 
crease. the death rate per 1,000 pop­ 
ulation declined only from 9 .6 to 9 .5 
between 19 50 and 19 70. In those same 
two decades, while death rates for 
tuberculosis and kidney diseases 
were down sharply, and while there 
were rem arkable advances in rubel­ 
la and some other diseases, deaths 
from cerebro vascular disease trun­ 
dled along at about the same rate 
and death rates from diabetes, cir­ 
rhosis of the liver, heart diseases 
and cancer were up in the 
20 years. 
For cancer, the death rate rose 
from 139 .8 per 100,000 population to 
162.8 in 19 70. 
The incidence of gonorrhea is 
double that of 19 50. 
For 19 76, Mr. Ford is asking $5.3 
billion for health research, develop­ 
ment, construction and education 
and $31 billion for M edicare, Medic­ 
aid and assorted health services. 
There is no evidence these huge ex­ 
penditures will turn the tide. 
Now it is certainly true that m ed­ 
ical research is com plicated and 
takes years for fruition. It is equally 
true that some trem endous discov­ 
eries have been m ade and some dis­ 
eases virtually eradicated in this 
country. It is clear also that health is 
related to a good m any things unre­ 
lated to the number and quality of 
our doctors and the efficacy of our 
medicines. 
But it is also true that if the ener­ 
getic reation of new doctors is not 
bringing the effects w e’ve expected, 
and if research on medicines and 
cures is not bringing the results 
these huge expenditures seem to call 
for, perhaps we have been barking 
up the wrong trees. 
It m ay be more of our research 
should be on healing whether young 
or old, to determ ine how they m an­ 
age to stay well. Perhaps increased 
effort should be put into preventive 
medicine. Perhaps there should be 
increased 
exp erim enting 
with 
health m aintenance organizations.

Bad news is good news for at 
least one industry. 
The outlook for the restaurant in­ 
dustry is bullish, says a report just 
released by the public accounting 
firm of Laventhol & Howarth Res­ 
taurant sales rose 8 4 per cent in 
19 73, nearly 45 per cent above the in­ 
crease of the previous year 
The optimistic forecast is based 
on estim ates that one of every three 
meals is eaten away from home to­ 
day and that by 19 80, two of every 
three will be consumed in a restau­ 
rant. 
The figures for 19 74 are not in yet, 
but the impact of recessionary fac­ 
tors is expected to be felt less in the 
restaurant business than in other 
sectors of the economy. This is be­ 
cause, historically, people tend to 
dine out as a relief from daily prob­ 
lems.

Foes of abortion have scored a !

Boston City Hospital physician K en-; 
neth Edelin, found guilty by a jury of ; 
killing a viable fetus during a n; 
abortion operation on a young worn- • 
an in approxim ately the sixth month • 
of pregnancy. 
As a result, the medical co m m u-! 
nity, never noted for social adven-! 
turism , is running scared. N um er-! 
ous hospitals and clinics around the ; 
country are limiting abortions to the ; 
first trim ester (first three months) ; 
of pregnancy until the S uprem e; 
Court or somebody m akes ano ther-; 
ruling. Some clinicians predict that • 
seco nd trim e ste r abo rtio ns will 
eventually be m ade illegal. 
Contradictory as was the evi-! 
dence against Dr. Edelin, em o tio n-! 
ally based as was the jury ’s verd ic t; 
and likely as it is to be o verturned on 
appeal, the case may have been a *. 
good thing after all. 
Tlie question of when a fetus may 
be considered a human being, of 
when a m ass of growing cells may 
rightfully be called a person, is an 
agonizing question for many people, 
and ultim ately an insoluble one. 


To the hard-line anti-abortionists, 
however, those who m ake up the 
ranks of the right-to-life movement, 
the idea of such a compromise is as 
abom inable as abortion itself. They 
want no abortions—not in the first 
three months, not in the first month 
or not in the first day of pregnancy, 
if this could be determ ined. Some 
are against abortion even to save the 
m o ther’s life. 
But many m ore victories like the 
Edelin case and the anti-abortionists 
m ay discover they have defeated 
their own purposes. 
Another m ajo r victory for m o ral- 
ism was achieved more than half a 
century ago when the nation o ut­ 
lawed liquor and we all know the his­ 
tory of that “noble experim ent.” 
Should the anti-abortionists suc­ 
ceed in outlawing abortion, possibly 
by m eans of a constitutional am end­ 
m ent, they could, like their tem per­ 
ance co unterparts, create more ills 
for society than the one they are 
dedicated against. 


Four other physicians are cur­ 
rently under indictment in Boston, 
and because of it, says Scientific 
American, medical and biological 
research involving the fetus, or tis­ 
sues from the fetus, has been all but 
abandoned in the U.S. 
Whereas Edelin was accused of 
m anslaughter, those four have been 
indicted under an 1814 Massachu­ 
setts statute prohibiting grave rob­ 
bing. Specifically, they have been 
charged with conducting autopsies 
on fetuses without obtaining perm is­ 
sion from the “next of kin” in the 
course of an investigation in to the 
efficacy of common antibiotics in 
pregnant women (all of whom gave 
their written consent to the experi­ 
m ents and all of whom planned to 
have induced abo rtio ns). 
The results of the experim ents 
are considered to be of clinical sig­ 
nificance. Researchers claim that 
work with fetuses and fetal tissue is 
particularly valuable in the investb 
gation of cancer, congenital ano m a­ 
lies and certain childhood diseases

But few researchers are willing 
to risk working with fetal tissues in 
the present clim ate of legal uncer^ 
tainty. 
It would be tragic if, in their de­ 
sire to protect the rights of the un­ 
born, the foes of abortion were actu­ 
ally to diminish the lives of an un 
known num ber of human beings yet 
to be conceived.
